Lepper, district manager of the jjas 
company and George Foerst, local 
manager, attended the couucJ 
meeting and Lepper, as the speak- 
er, requested city council for a gas 
rate which for the next two years 
would be the same as it is now and 
three years after that would in- 
crease slightly. 


Whether Mr. Lepper's company 


and council can come to an agree- 
ment over the proposed increase 
after two years 13 a matter 
for 


wide conjecture, although senti- 
ment of council Wednesday showed 
clearly that a higher rate than the 
city is now paying would only he 
brought about after considerable 
controversy. 
As expressed by one 


member ~of council; •rcircle\ine 
council and -nearly all the resld 
of the city are of the opinion tliat 
we-are entitled to a lower rate than 
they are now paying. Council will 
never agree to a higher price for 
its commodity." 


LEPPER TALKS 


Which immediately brought a 


statement from Mr. Lepper that 
the gas company has never been 
permitted to charge or has receiv- 
ed true value for its commodity. 
His statement earlier in the eve- 
ning that the average costs 
to 


transport gas to the city limits m 
Ohio is 64 cents and the average 
cost in distributing gas within citv, 
limits is 21 cents, brought a ques- 
tion from Councilman Clark Will 
as to why the gas company was 
willing to charge a rate lower than 
that would make. 


The rate offered the city in its 


ordinance is identical with that 
Ashville council accepted several 
weeks ago. 
It means that the cuy 


would operate for the next 
two 


years, 1931 and 1932, for the price 
it is now under. That rate would be 
20 cents per 100 cubic feet for the 
first 500 cubic feet and six cea's 
per 100 cubic feet after the first 
500. 
The minimum bill for each 


meter would be $1.

next three years. 


Although the increase would lie 


considerably low the council ex- 
pressed itself as opposed to any 
raise whatsoever.
